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Joining  fee  waived 


At  the  first  meeting  of  the  newly 
elected  committee,  convened  on  May  14, 
the  day  after  the  annual  general 
meeting,  it  was  unanimously  decided  to 
reduce  subscriptions  for  ordinary 
members  to  $450  per  year  which  can  be 
paid  half  yearly. 

In  addition,  the  joining  fee  will  be 
waived  until  further  notice. 

In  a  move  to  encourage  the  entry  of 
younger  members  to  the  club  it  was 
decided  that  the  annual  fee  for  new 
members  under  28  years  would  be  half 
the  subscription  for  ordinary  members. 

The  committee  believes  this  is  a 
common  sense  approach  to  the  fee 
structure  under  current  conditions  and 
that  members,  who  have  been  faced  with 
the  prospect  of  fees  ranging  from  $1,100 
to  $625,  will  welcome  the  stability 
offered  by  these  revised  subscriptions. 

It  is  expected  that  the  reduced  fees 
will  effectively  help  to  arrest  the 
membership  drift  and  provide  a  firm 
and  enlarged  membership  base  on  which 
to  plan  the  future  development  of 
Tattersalfs  Club. 

All  members  are  encouraged  to 
approach  those  of  their  friends  who 
have  resigned  to  reconsider  and  re-join 
with  no  joining  fee  and  reduced 
subscriptions. 

In  promptly  restructuring  the  fees  the 

committee  has  kept  faith  with  _ _ 

commitments  made  prior  to  the  annual 
general  meeting. 

Complete  change 
of  Committee 

Ninety-five  members  of  Tattersalfs 
Club  attended  the  annual  meeting  on 
May  13. 

In  addition  to  the  results  of  the 
election  -  a  completely  new  committee, 
including  a  new  Treasurer  and  the  re¬ 
affirmation  of  the  new  Chairman,  David 
Dransfield  -  the  members  engaged  in  a 
full  debate  on  the  old  committee’s 
proposal  to  reduce  entry  fees  and 
subscriptions  for  new  members  under 
the  age  of  28  as  a  means  of  increasing 
the  club  membership. 

The  proposal  was  carried  by  a 
considerable  majority. 

The  proposal  must  now  be  put  before 
a  special  general  meeting  to  be  held 


before  the  end  of  June,  for  confirmation 
or  rejection. 

The  proposal,  put  forward  by  the 
retiring  Treasurer,  Richard  McPahil, 
and  seconded  by  retiring  committeeman, 
Anthony  Berkman,  was  based  on  the 
need  to  attract  more  young  members 
into  Tattersall’s.  Richard  McPhail 
pointed  out  that  at  present  there  were 
only  37  members  under  the  age  of  28. 

The  case  against  creating  the  new 
class  of  membership  was  based  on  the 
belief  of  some  members  that  there  were 
already  too  many  classes  of  membership 
of  the  club,  and  that  young  men  under 
28,  particularly  if  they  were  still  single, 
probably  had  more  disposable  income 
than  most  of  their  elders. 

Chairman’s  address 

In  his  address  as  Chairman,  David 
Dransfield  told  members: 

“Last  year  the  then  Chairman,  Mr  A. 

J,  McSweeney,  spoke  about  the 
problems  associated  with  the  Ordinance 
70  requirements  and  alluded  to  the 
Committee’s  proposal  for  a  restructuring 
of  the  facilities. 

“Since  that  time  a  proposal  has  been 
put  before  the  members  to  renovate  the 
Club  interior  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $8 
million.  This,  as  you  will  recall,  was  not 
accepted  by  the  Club’s  membership, 

“Since  that  time  the  Committee  has 
advised  that  a  further  proposal  has  been 
received  that  is  currently  being 
investigated  and  will  be  mentioned  later. 

“The  major  concern  to  myself  is  the 
usage  within  the  club  which  is 
inexorably  linked  with  membership 
levels.  To  date,  there  are  2138  members 
of  the  club  compared  with  3,290  to  the 
same  date  last  year.  Some  561  have  yet 
to  pay  their  subscriptions  but  it  is  hoped 
that  a  strong  effort  from  the  new 
committee  will  result  in  the  membership 
numbers  increasing  to  a  more  viable 
level.  We  will  attempt  to  recover  those 
who  have  yet  to  pay  their  subscriptions 
and  a  large  proportion  of  the  630  recent 
resignations. 

“I  request  that  all  members  try  to 
introduce  at  least  one  new  member  into 
the  club  this  year  to  make  use  of  our  fine 
facilities. 

“The  club  has  played  host  to  many 
different  activities  in  the  last  year. 
Wedding  receptions,  meetings  and 


special  dinners  have  been  successfully 
held  in  the  club. 

“I  encourage  members  to  use  the 
facilities  including  the  bars,  dining 
rooms  as  well  as  the  Athletics 
Department  and  the  accommodation.  It 
all  helps  the  liquidity  of  your  club. 

“Earlier  I  touched  on  a  recent 
proposal  that  was  placed  before  the 
Committee  in  February  this  year.  It  is 
still  very  sensitive  and  confidential  in
